TORONTO, May 11.—The early- 
spring barometer by which farmers 
hope to be able to judge the size of 
the wheat crop says 1934 will give 
the Canadian prairie farmer more 
wheat than last year and less than 
he harvested in 1932. Judged entire- 
ly from moisture conditions, the 
prospect of this season are “fair.” 

A good part of the prairies finds 
itself with a better supply of soil- 
moisture than at this time last year 
Dominion meteorological bureau 
records indicate, So, unless there is 
a summertime drought, 
should total better than the lean 
} 251,000,000 bushels of 1982. 

Winter precipitation has gener- 
ally been better than last year.

balanced government budgets at all costs, big 
business was practising what it preached by 
slashing the wages of employees to starvation 
level, but only doing that in order that it could 
pay dividends on “oceans” of watered stock, 

In seventeen years, Mr, Stevens told his 
hearers, Canadian industry had increased its 
capacity and output fifty per cent, but had in 
creased its capitalization five hundred per cent 
Ambitious financiers had revamped the struc- 
ture of industry and commerce until the con- 
trolling interest in such concerns was no longer 
personal but “dividend-minded.” 

In the revamping process 120 mergers have 
been formed, absorbing 500 formerly separate 
concerns; each merger capitalized out of all 
semblance to the value of the plants it controls, 
and operated for the sole purpose of extracting 
dividends without consideration to the human 
interests of the stppliers of raw materials, 
employees, or the consuming public. 

It is not the high cost of production, but the 
high cost of racketeering, that has forced indus- 
trial wages in Canada down, industrial product 
prices up; and inspires the demand for Haman’s 
gallows tariff protection. 

So long as Mr. Stevens only makes speeches 
about them, the racketeers will not mind; they 
are used to such compliments. If he is to do 
any trust-busting he will have to act, and not 
merely talk. Take a man-sized slash at the 
tariff, Mr. Stevens, and these jerry-built mer- 
gers will collapse in the first blast of honest 
competition

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date, in 1880 Sir Alex- 
ander Tilloch Galt, who had been 
the first minister of finance of 
the Dominion, was appointed 
commissioner of the Dominion in 
London. It was an important and 
significant appointment, the first 
demand of a self-governing colony 
to be represented by a semi- 
ambasador. Some of the offic- 
ials in London did not like 
the idea; considerable red tape 
was ravelled about the commis- 
sioner’s status with the colonial 
office; and in 1882, Sir Alexander 
got disgusted and forwarded his 
resignation to Ottawa. Sir John 
A. Macdonald was much perturb- 
ed and in a confidential letter to 


Galt urged him to remain at hi 
post He admitted that he had 
expected opposition from the 
Gladstone government and _ told 
Sir Alexander: “It would be a 
grand thing for you to survive 
them. With Lord Carnarvon at 


the colonial office your status as 
of the corps diplomatiques 
would soon be recognized.”
